swooping tile best man bood of the 
country to tho great cities." 
“ Lot throe o f the average five best 
youths w hich the farm s produce go to 
the city," w as the p latform recently 
outlined by Jo hn It. B oardm an, a lead­ 
er iii tile work. 
"T he city needs them 
and w ould stag n ate w ithout them . But 
we Insist th at the o th er tw o shall stay 
In the country. 
T h e country needs 
them a nd is being im poverished by 
their loss.” 


Eighteen States Represented. 
Mr. B oardm an is senior secretary of 
th e country w ork de p a rtm en t of the 
International com m ittee of th e Young 
M en’s C hristian association. 
Ile pre­ 
sided ut a 
"stan dardizatio n confer­ 
ence" w hich w as held a t Chicago a 
few d ay s ago. w hore representatives 
of th e county and sta te w ork of eight­ 
een states aud provinces g athered to 
system atize th e un dertak ing s of this 
young branch of the association's ac­ 
tivity. 
"T h e country is being depleted of Its 
vitality by the lure o f th e city,” said 
Mr. B oardm an in explanation o f tile 
organization’s mission. 
" It is not out 
of selfish interest, b u t w ith concern 
for th e w elfare of th e nation, th a t we 
insist th a t tw o of every five n atu ral 
leaders produced by the country shall 
stay in the country. 
T h e co u n try boy 
Is th e hope of America. 
“W e a re willing to give up three to 
th e city, and one o f th e missions of 
o ur d e p artm e n t Is to see th a t th e coun­ 
try boys who go to th e city shall go 
am ong friends and favoring influences. 
But the o th er feature of our w ork is 
to organize the Young Men's C hristian 
associations of th e sm all to w n s of the 
country In a w ay to enrich th e life of 
the boys of th e country and lead them 
to a life of satisfaction and usefulness 
a t borne." 


Outlines Dep artm ent’s Work. 
T he follow ing is a su m m ary of w hat 
the country w ork de p a rtm en t of the 
Internatio nal Young Men s C hristian 
association sta n d s for, as Mr. B oard­ 
man outlined it:

Better health and sanitation In farm 
homes and country communities. 
A redirected educational system which 
will fit for life In the country. 
A more scientific type of crop produc­ 
tion and farm adm inistration as essential 
to greater satisfaction in rural life. 
A w holesome development of the recre 
ative life. 
Dominance of Christian ideals In the 
character of the manhood and boyhood 
of the country. 
Need of Country Leaders. 
"T h e country still is the nursery of 
th e n atio n’s leaders,” said Mr. B oard­ 
man. 
"B u t there Is as g re at a need 
for leaders in th e country as in the 
cities. 
Not alone is the country being 
im poverished, b ut its best fruits are 
w asted, for tile country boy on going 
to the city, ig no ran t o f u rb an condi­ 
tions, freq uently goes to ruin. 
"On the oth er band, the m ajority of 
th e college men of the whole country 
hail from th e sm aller tow ns aud the 
rural districts. 
In the conservation of 
th e youth of th e couutry the country 
work d e p a rtm e n t of the Young Men’s 
C hristian association has a mission of 
g reatest im portance. 
"O ur work is co-ordinate w ith that 
o f the city associations, and It is co­ 
operative in Its concern for the wel­ 
fare of the youths w ho leave th e couu­ 
try to go to the city. 
T h e un dertakin g 
is not new. Lait only of recent tim es 
have effective m easures been found to 
m eet conditions. 
T he value of our 
work has received th e recognition of 
th e federal adm inistration, which is 
desirous of the extension of the Y. M 
C. A. county w ork into th e reclam ation 
projects of the west."
